Peanuts--Keep Them Fresh 
Year Round 

When is a nut not a nut? When 
it's a peanut, Most people consider 
the peanut a member of the nut 
family, but actually it is a legume. 
As such, it is closely related to the 
pea family, 

The peanut industry has devel- 
oped right along with the country. 
Some of the earliest records kept by 
southern colonists inentioned pea- 
nuts although not much was done 
with them commercially until after 
the war between the states. Thanks 
to George Washington Carver, pea 
nuts are now a major crop, Alaba- 
ma has approximately 200,000 
acres planted in peanuts and is the 
second largest producer in the Unit- 
ed States, 


Food Value 

Peanuts are exceptionally high 
in niacin and are important for other 
B vitamins, They contain calcium, 
iron, and phosphorus, Among vege- 
table foods, the peanut rates high in 
protein content--it is about 26 per- 
cent protein. For the most efficient 
use of peanut protein, some animal 
protein such as meat, milk, or eggs 
should be eaten at the same meal, 
Peanuts are a good source of food 
energy because of high fat content, 
40 to 50 percent. Fifteen medium

Selection 

Select peanuts that do not have 
splits, cracks, stains, or holes. 
Moldy peanuts may not be safe to 
cal. 


Storage 
For best cating quality, peanuts 


need to be protected from air and 


moisture. Also, high temperatures 
may cause the fat in peanuts to be- 
come rancid, Keep peanuts in tight- 
ly closed moisture-vapor-resistant 
containers in the refrigerator to re- 
tain their crispness and flavor, Or, 
they can be preserved by canning or 
freezing. Lower temperatures keep 
peanut quality better than high tem- 


} peratures (see table below).

Peanut butter keeps best in the re- 
frigerator, Because peanut butter 
stiffens in a cold place, remove it 
from the refrigerator a short time 
before using to allow it to soften, 


Peanut Butter 

Peanut butter is made by grind- 
ing well roasted, skinned peanuts 
with or without salt. Mixing Vir- 
ginia and Spanish peanuts generally 
gives the most desirable proportion 
or oil and proper consistency. 

Peanut butter should be fine 
granular rather than pasty. If too 
fine, the butter sticks to the roof of 
your mouth, and if too coarse, it is 


gritty. 


4 cups freshly roasted or salted 
shelled peanuts 

1 teaspoon salt 

1/4 to 1/2 cup peanut or vegetable 
oil 


Grind roasted peanuts in a food 
processor or blender, using a medi- 
um or small blade. Add salt and 
about 4 tablespoons of oil, Blend 
mixture until it is smooth, Add the 
remainder of the oil, 4f necessary, or 
just enough to make the peanut 
butter the desired consistency, Add 
additional salt if needed. 

Fill clean jars. Pack peanut but- 
ter tightly, Leave 1 inch head space. 
Put lids on jars. If peanut butter is 
to be stored for several months, 
process in a boiling water bath for 
10 minutes. The boiling water bath 
removes air from the jars and helps 
prevent the peanut butter from be- 
coming rancid. Remove jars and set 
on racks to cool slowly. When 
cool, check to see if jars are sealed. 
If they are sealed, store in a cool, 
dark, dry place. 


Peanut Pie 

1/2 cup sugar 

1 1/2 cups com syrup 

1/4 cup butter or margarine 
1/4 teaspoon salt 

3 eggs, beaten 

1/2 teaspoon vanilla 


1 cup salted peanut halves 
Unbaked 9-inch pie shell 


Combine sugar, corn syrup, but- 
ter or margarine, and salt and bring 
to a boil over low heat, Slowly 
pour the syrup mixture over the 
beaten eggs, Stirring constantly. 
Add vanilla and peanuts and pour 
into pie shell, Bake at 375 degrees 
F, for 40 to 50 minutes or until 
the filling is set and the nuts are 
brown. 


Peanutty Chicken 

1 frying chicken, about 2 1/2 
pounds, quartered 

1/4 cup flour 

1 1/2 teaspoons salt 

1/8 teaspoon pepper 

1/2 cup peanut oil 

1 medium onion, chopped 

| clove garlic, minced 

1 cup water 

1/3 cup peanut butter 

1 can (8 ounces) tomato sauce 
1 tablespoon sugar 

1 tablespoon cider vinegar 

1 teaspoon chili powder 


Wash chicken and pat dry, Mix 
flour, salt, and pepper, Roll chicken 
in flour mixture. Shake off excess 
flour, Heat oil in large skillet. 
Brown chicken quarters on all sides. 
Remove chicken when brown and 
set aside, Add onion and garlic to 
pan drippings and cook unul lightly 
browned. Gradually stir in water and 
remaining ingredients, Stir until 
smooth and bubbly. Add chicken 
pieces. cover and simmer for 45 
minutes or until chicken is tender. 
Turn chicken in sauce occasionally, 
add more water from time to ume, 
if necessary, to prevent sticking. 
Add salt to taste. Place chicken on a 
platter. Skim excess fat from sauce 
and spoon it over chicken,

As I sit here beside this dust bowl 
called a road, my mind reflects back to 
the history of the 1870's when the Jim - 
Crow laws were passed to prevent pco- 
ple of my race from having equal 
rights. 

There has been a great improve- 
ment, but we've still got a long way to 
go; this condition still continues to 
rear its head. 

We in Sconiersville - both black 
and white - feel that our county offi- 
cials have made the most gross viola- 
tion of human rights we have known 
in the long history of our community. 

They asked for 80 feet of right-of- 
way. We gave - on the promise of get- 
ling this short distance of road paved - 
which is the most heavily traveled dirt 
toad in Coffee County - so that we 
could get our mail as others do; SQ our 
sick could be transported without dan- 
ger to the patient, the transporting per- 
sonnel or the equipment. 

These conditions have been reported 

to our county officials over and over - 
just to be ignored. 
__ We hear the county officials boast- 
ing of their all-weather roads; none of 
them live on these dust bowls, which 
become mud when they are wet. Both 
wet and dry, these petrified crumbs 
called gravel are beating the paint off 
our cars. 

The members of our community 
ask me when will the Jim Crow condi- 
tions go to sleep, not to haunt us 
again. My answer - "We have come a 
long way - let us keep the hope."

A Portrait Of Jesus 


. 

The movie called "The Last 
Temptation of Christ" has caused a 
great deal of controversy. I have not 
seen the movie, but all the sensa- 
tionalism surrounding it has helped 
to reaffirm a deep conviction I have 
held for years -- | would rather get 
my portrayal of Jesus from the 
Bible. 

From the Gospel of John, chap- 
ter one, I want to paint a picture of 
Jesus. 

The picture will be drawn from 
four verbs which John used to de- 
scribe Jesus, 

First, the verb "was" appears 
three times in John 1:1. "In the be- 
ginning was the Word, and the 
Word was with God, and the Word 
was God.” That verb refers to con- 
tinuous existence, thus, it refers to 
what we call the pre-existence of Je-_ 


sus. Jesus had always existed before - 


he came and lived on the earth as a 
human. 

Second, the verb "made" appears 
three times in John 1:3. "All things 
were made by him; and without 
him was not anything made that 
was made.” 

This verb refers to Jesus' in- 
volvement in creation. The "things" 
which "were made" did not exist 
earlier than creation. Jesus was the 
Creator of the "things" as we know 
them, 

The same verb was used in John 
1:12 to describe the change which 
occurs in God's people. "But as 
many as received him, to them gave 
he power to become the sons of 
God; even to them that believe on 
his name:" | 

The word translated "to become” 
in verse 12 was the same word in 
the original Greek language as the

word translated "made" in verse 3. 
The King James translators chose 
to translate the verb differently in 
these two verses. 

Verse 12 emphasized that God's 
people become something which 
they were not earlier, And the same 
verb was used by John in John 1:14 
to describe Jesus. "And the Word 
was flesh, . . ." Thus Jesus 
became something which he had 
not been earlier -- he became a hu- 
man. 

Third, the verb "dwelt" appears 
in John 1:14. "And the Word was 
made flesh, and dwelt among us,...” 
The word translated dwelt meant to- 
set up a tent. Jesus lived on the 
earth for approximately 34 years. 

Fourth, the verb "declared" ap- 
pears in John 1:18. "No man hath 
seen God at any time; the only be- 
gotten Son, which. is in the bosom 
of the Father, he hath declared 
him." 

Our word exegesis is a "translit- 
eration" of the Greek word which is 
translated declared. This word means 
to draw out and explain. Jesus was 
the Word which drew out and ex- 
plained to us the meaning of God. 

In summary, Jesus is the One 
who existed before the material or- 
der was created, he is the One who 
created the material things, he is the 
One who came in the flesh (in a 
form in which he had not existed 
earlier) to dwell on the earth, and he 
is the One who explained God. 

The controversial movie with 
the sensationalism surrounding it 
will all pass. The Bible with its 
valuable portrayal of Jesus will re- 
main. 

Let's go with the biblical por- 
trait.

ANSWERS! TO YOUR 
BIBLE QUESTIONS 


Should a Christian vote his con- 
science on moral issues, and par- 
ticipate in the political process, or 
should he just remain neutral?

It has been common in the past for Christians to feel that they should re- 
main aloof from politics, not even voting. It has been reasoned that if 
Chrsitians are really citizens of the heavenly kingdom of Christ, then they 
should not be invoived in an earthly kingdom, Christians surely are mem- 
bers of the kingdom of heaven, for Paul wrote that “our citizenship is in 
heaven" (Phil. 3:20). But the Christian possesses dual citizenship. Jesus 
said, Render therefore unto Caesar the things which are Caesar's; and unto 
God the things that are God's” (Matt. 22:21). Paul advises Christians, "Let 
every soul be subject unto the higher powers. For there is no power but of 
God: the powers that be are ordained of God" (Rom. 13:1). 

It is often contended today that Christians should be "neutral" on moral is 
sues, and not impose their moral beliefs on others. Many Christians rea- 
son, "Although I am personally opposed to abortion, the sale of alcohol, 
etc., I would not restrict the rights of others to have abortions or purchase 
alcohol.” This sort of reasoning is very unreasonable, however, because in 
the interest of trying to be fair to everyone else, the Christian has abandoned 
his responsibility to be a good citizen. After all, many people think the use 
of any and all hard drugs, prostitution, sex with children, and everything else 
should be totally unrestricted. Remember that Hitler murdered millions of 
Jews, and kept a clear conscience. Will the Christian stand by idly as his na- 
tion turns further and further from the word of God? To say, "I oppose it 
personally, but won't restrict your rights," is not to be neutral, but to give 
in to the immoral position. 

Jesus told his followers, “Ye are the salt of the earth: but if the salt hath 
lost his savour, wherewith shall it be salted? it is thenceforth good for noth- 
ing, but to be cast out, and to be trodden under foot of men. Ye are the light 
of the world. A city that is set on an hill cannot be hid. Neither do men 
light a candle, and put it under a bushel, but on a candlestick; and it giveth 
light unto all that are in the house. Let your light so shine before men, that 
they may see your good works, and glorify your Father which is in heaven" 
(Matt. 5:13-16). If the Christian does not vote his conscience on political 
issues, then he certainly is not being the kind of “salt,” or “light” that the 
world needs. The present deplorable moral conditions in our nation are par- 
tially a result of the non-involyement of Christians in the past. There would 
be less corruption in high political places if Christians were more involved.

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WIC Program Proves Helpful To All Mothers 


"Without the WIC program, I 
don't know if our baby would be as 
healthy as she is,” one young 
mother wrote on her evaluation 
form, 

Another said, "WIC is very help- 
ful for people who can't pay for the 
high cost of baby formula, and for 
women during their pregnancy.” 

And yet another, "I'm blessed to 
be a part of this program...” 

Those are among the comments 
made by participants in Alabama's 
WIC program, the Special Supple- 
mental Food Program for Women, 
Infants and Children, 

In WIC, nutritious supplemental 
foods are provided to pregnant and 
breastfeeding women, as well as to 
infants and children up to age 5. To 
be eligible, an individual's family 
income must fall below 185 percent 
of poverty level, and the individual 
must be considered medically at risk 
because of inadequate nutrition. 

The positive comments made by 
the Alabama WIC participants par- 
allel a national evaluation of WIC 
conducted by the U, S. Department 
of Agriculture.

That study found that women in 
WIC are more likely to register for 
prenatal care, less likely to give 
birth prematurely, and less likely to 
have low-birthweight babies. It also 
found that infants and preschool 
children in WIC are more likely to 
consume higher quantities of iron 
and vitamin C,, to have a regular 
source of medical care, and to be 
better immunized than non- 
participating children. 

"WIC is a proven preventative 
measure," said James Richard, direc- 
tor of the WIC Division in the state 
health department's Bureau of Fami- 
ly Health Services. "It helps preg- 
nant women produce healthier ba- 
bies, and it helps keep those babies 
healthy throughout the early years 
of life when proper nutrition is so 
important to development.” 

Participants in WIC receive an 
average of $33.87 worth of supple- 
mental foods each month, In addi- 
tion to food items, they are provid- 
ed with nutrition education, in 
which they are taught which foods 
will help them meet their families’ 
nutritional needs. 
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Another component of WIC's 
nutrition education is a campaign to 
promote breastfeeding. Currently, 
only 8 percent of the postpartum 
women served by the WIC are 
breastfeeding; the goal is to increase 
that number to 20 percent by Sep- 
tember 1989, Richard said. 

_ About 165,000 Alabamians are 
eligible for WIC, but fewer than 
80,000 participate monthly. Of 
those, about 22 percent are women, 


31 percent infants, and 47 percent 
children up to age 5.

Shrink And Its Importance 
To Livestock Producers 

Webster defines shrink as a loss 
in value. I think this definition is 
most appropriate when applied to 
livestock. Shrink in livestock is a 
loss in weight due to a loss of gut 
fill or tissue. There are many causes 
of shrink but feed and water loss or 
exposure to other stresses account 
for most of them. some of the fac- 
tors that influence shrink are as fol- 
lows. 

One factor is time and transit. 
Time and transit appear to have the 
greatest influence on gross shrink. 
A study from Wyoming involving 
over 100,000 cattle revealed that 
shrinkage occurs rapidly during the 
early part of transport, levels off 
and then gradually increases. In this 
particular study, cattle shrank about 
1% per hour for the first three to 
four hours, Then about 1/4% per 
hour for the next eight to ten hours. 
And after that, .07% per hour. The 
bottom line of this factor is this. 
Don't haul your livestock any fur- 
ther than you absolutely have to to 
get a good market price. 

Amount of fill will affect 
shrink. Cattle on lush grass or sil- 
age rations shrink more than those 
on dry grass or lower moisture feed 
lot type rations. There are many 
producers that withhold feed and wa- 
ter before shipping. But this is real- 
ly not a very sound practice. Main- 
ly because when shrink exceeds 10- 
12% of normal weight, the animal 


is unduely stressed and will be more , 


susceptible to sickness. 
Weight and/or condition of the 
animal will influence shrink. Heav- 
‘ier animals tend to be fatter. They 
tend to shrink less on a percentage 
basis. However, the relationship be- 
tween weight and shrink is not 
great. Much of this depends on the 
muscle fat ratio of the animal. For 
example, a large fat overfinished 
hog will shrink more than a large 
muscular correctly finished hog, 
mainly due to a large amount of 
water loss. Season of the year will 
affect shrink. As everyone knows, 
higher temperatures are related to 
greater shrink losses and greater 
stress. So summer shipments 
shrink more than winter shipments. 
Here in South Alabama we recom- 
mend that most farmers haul early 
in the morning or late in the even- 
ing, whichever will coincide best 
with the sale you're hauling to. 
Handling and shipping procedures 
will also affect shrink. It is most 
often best to ship animals when 
they have been treated as normally 
as possible before shipping. Treat 
cattle, hogs and other livestock as 
normally as possible, avoid beating 
them, moving them too fast and 
crowding. You can reduce shrink 
and stress considerably. To sum- 
marize this discussion of shrink, 
there are eight do's and don'ts for 
the buyer and seller when consider- 
ing shrink. First, make sure the 
health and disposition of the live- 
stock are good before shipment. 
Make sure transportation is as direct 
and short in time as possible. 
Don't overcrowd shipments. Try to 
avoid mixing different sizes of live- 
stock, For the most part, don't keep 
cattle and hogs off feed and water 
for extended periods before ship- 
ment. Don't overfill the animal be- 
fore handling. And above all, don't 
leave livestock at auction bams fol- 
lowing sales without feed and wa- 
ter.

tailed deer. Two primary methods 
were used by the various tribes - 
stalk or still hunting and deer 
drives. 

Stalk and still hunting with only 
a bow and arrow required stealth, 
patience and woodsmanship. Mas- 
tering these skills allowed hunters 
to approach very near their quarry or 
ambush it from close range. These 
skills were highly admired by fel- 
low hunters, but were also essential 
because of the limited range of 
bows and arrows, 

Stalk deer hunting remains the 
popular image of the woodlands In- 
dian hunting deer and although it is 
accurate, it tends to glamorize their 
least important method of taking 
deer. Stalk and still hunting required 
considerable effort for modest re- 
turns. Obtaining deer was a vital 
need for the Indians since this game 


directly determined the well-being 
of Indian families. Deer provided 
food, clothing and many other 
needs. 

Communal deer hunting meth- 
ods were much more important to 
Indian subsistence. Drives were 
usually conducted during the fall, 
winter and early spring and essen- 
tially involved the whole tribe. 
Hunters would be positioned along 
natural barriers such as narrow val- 
ley gaps and peninsulas and the 
drivers would spread out about 100 
paces apart and create noise to drive 
the deer past the waiting hunters. 

When no natural barriers existed 
to restrict deer movement, a fence 
of brush and poles was frequently 
constructed in a large V or funnel 
shape that forced driven deer to pass 
through narrow openings to waiting 
hunters.

Another type of communal hunt- 
ing involved large numbers of hunt- 
ers surrounding an area and closing 
toward the center, forcing the sur- 
rounded deer to move past the ap- 
proaching hunters as they tried to 
escape and another type was a fire 
drive, In a fire drive, vegetation in 
an area was ignited and displaced 
deer were forced to move toward the 
hunters. 

Deer hunting was a duty for ihe 
Indians and it was demanding and 
time consuming, not a recreational 
activity as it is today.

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For Indians Deer Hunting Was More Than A Sport

When Europeans arrived in what 
is now Alabama they found Indians 
particularly adept at hunting white- 
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Stanley T. Windham

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Shrink And Its Importance 
To Livestock Producers 

Webster defines shrink as a loss 
in value. I think this definition is 
most appropriate when applied to 
livestock. Shrink in livestock is a 
loss in weight due to a loss of gut 
fill or tissue. There are many causes 
of shrink but feed and water loss or 
exposure to other stresses account 
for most of them. some of the fac- 
tors that influence shrink are as fol- 
lows. 

One factor is time and transit. 
Time and transit appear to have the 
greatest influence on gross shrink. 
A study from Wyoming involving 
over 100,000 cattle revealed that 
shrinkage occurs rapidly during the 
early part of transport, levels off 
and then gradually increases. In this 
particular study, cattle shrank about 
1% per hour for the first three to 
four hours, Then about 1/4% per 
hour for the next eight to ten hours. 
And after that, .07% per hour. The 
bottom line of this factor is this. 
Don't haul your livestock any fur- 
ther than you absolutely have to to 
get a good market price. 

Amount of fill will affect 
shrink. Cattle on lush grass or sil- 
age rations shrink more than those 
on dry grass or lower moisture feed 
lot type rations. There are many 
producers that withhold feed and wa- 
ter before shipping. But this is real- 
ly not a very sound practice. Main- 
ly because when shrink exceeds 10- 
12% of normal weight, the animal 


is unduely stressed and will be more , 


susceptible to sickness. 
Weight and/or condition of the 
animal will influence shrink. Heav- 
‘ier animals tend to be fatter. They 
tend to shrink less on a percentage 
basis. However, the relationship be- 
tween weight and shrink is not 
great. Much of this depends on the 
muscle fat ratio of the animal. For 
example, a large fat overfinished 
hog will shrink more than a large 
muscular correctly finished hog, 
mainly due to a large amount of 
water loss. Season of the year will 
affect shrink. As everyone knows, 
higher temperatures are related to 
greater shrink losses and greater 
stress. So summer shipments 
shrink more than winter shipments. 
Here in South Alabama we recom- 
mend that most farmers haul early 
in the morning or late in the even- 
ing, whichever will coincide best 
with the sale you're hauling to. 
Handling and shipping procedures 
will also affect shrink. It is most 
often best to ship animals when 
they have been treated as normally 
as possible before shipping. Treat 
cattle, hogs and other livestock as 
normally as possible, avoid beating 
them, moving them too fast and 
crowding. You can reduce shrink 
and stress considerably. To sum- 
marize this discussion of shrink, 
there are eight do's and don'ts for 
the buyer and seller when consider- 
ing shrink. First, make sure the 
health and disposition of the live- 
stock are good before shipment. 
Make sure transportation is as direct 
and short in time as possible. 
Don't overcrowd shipments. Try to 
avoid mixing different sizes of live- 
stock, For the most part, don't keep 
cattle and hogs off feed and water 
for extended periods before ship- 
ment. Don't overfill the animal be- 
fore handling. And above all, don't 
leave livestock at auction bams fol- 
lowing sales without feed and wa- 
ter.

tailed deer. Two primary methods 
were used by the various tribes - 
stalk or still hunting and deer 
drives. 

Stalk and still hunting with only 
a bow and arrow required stealth, 
patience and woodsmanship. Mas- 
tering these skills allowed hunters 
to approach very near their quarry or 
ambush it from close range. These 
skills were highly admired by fel- 
low hunters, but were also essential 
because of the limited range of 
bows and arrows, 

Stalk deer hunting remains the 
popular image of the woodlands In- 
dian hunting deer and although it is 
accurate, it tends to glamorize their 
least important method of taking 
deer. Stalk and still hunting required 
considerable effort for modest re- 
turns. Obtaining deer was a vital 
need for the Indians since this game 


directly determined the well-being 
of Indian families. Deer provided 
food, clothing and many other 
needs. 

Communal deer hunting meth- 
ods were much more important to 
Indian subsistence. Drives were 
usually conducted during the fall, 
winter and early spring and essen- 
tially involved the whole tribe. 
Hunters would be positioned along 
natural barriers such as narrow val- 
ley gaps and peninsulas and the 
drivers would spread out about 100 
paces apart and create noise to drive 
the deer past the waiting hunters. 

When no natural barriers existed 
to restrict deer movement, a fence 
of brush and poles was frequently 
constructed in a large V or funnel 
shape that forced driven deer to pass 
through narrow openings to waiting 
hunters.

Another type of communal hunt- 
ing involved large numbers of hunt- 
ers surrounding an area and closing 
toward the center, forcing the sur- 
rounded deer to move past the ap- 
proaching hunters as they tried to 
escape and another type was a fire 
drive, In a fire drive, vegetation in 
an area was ignited and displaced 
deer were forced to move toward the 
hunters. 

Deer hunting was a duty for ihe 
Indians and it was demanding and 
time consuming, not a recreational 
activity as it is today.

four years on the board." 

Lee told the mayor he didn't op- 
pose him personally, but did "op- 
pose some things that were going 
on" and stated he was willing to 
work with the council and not carry 
on a fight for the next four years.

Elba receives $327,000 drainage grant 


Alabama Governor Guy Hunt 
announced last week the awarding 
of approximately $17.5 million in 
community development block 
grants and included among the mu- 
nicipalities receiving the grants was 
Elba, which received a grant of 
$327,000 to improve storm drain- 
age within the city limits. 

Elba mayor Fred Moore stated 
the grant was important to the city 
and would greatly improve drainage 
in areas that have long been plagued 
with water problems. 

"The drainage work will be done 
across the old Mulberry School 
park, near Morrow Village and 
along Taylor Mill Road, through a 
residential area and between Cook 
Chevrolet and the Elba Elementary 
School, as well as between the mid- 
die and high school,” said Moore. 
"The area between the schools has 
long been a source of concern, both 
as a hazard to the children playing 
in the area and as a nesting area for 
insects, This swampy area will be 
drained and covered, as will the 
swampy area behind Cook Chevro- 
let, which adjoins the elementary 
school playground. The other areas 
affected by the work have been in 
need of work for quite some time 
and we all hope this work will alle- 
viate major water drainage problems 
in the city.” 

Mayor Moore reported that 18 
inch pipe will be installed in the 
résidential areas, while 36 inch pipe 


would be placed near the old Mul- 
berry School and 48 inch pipe 
would be used in the project near 
Morrow Village and at the schools. 

The city received a grant of 
$327,000 and while its share of the 
grant amounts to $197,000, the 
city may use in-kind services to de- 
fray its actual expenses. 

"We expect the work to begin in 
January of 1989," added Moore, 
"and the project must be completed 
within two years. Preliminary plans 
are now being finalized and we don't 
expect any problems with being 
able to meet the deadline to com- 
plete the project." 

The Community Development 


Block Grant program is adminis- 
tered by the Alabama Department of 
Economic and Community Affairs. 
Applications for the grants are 
ranked under a compeulive process 
based on certain criteria which in- 
clude the nature of the benefit to the 
local government, the cost benefit 
ratio, the amount of local funds 
contributed to the project and the 
number of low and moderate in- 
come persons helped by the project. 
Awards are made in three catego- 
ries: county governments, large city 
governments oopustions 3,000 to 
50,000) and small city governments 
(populations less than 3,000). 


City applies for grant for river park 


Elba mayor Fred Moore an- 
nounced last week that the city had 
applied for a $10,000 grant to make 
improvements at the city park lo- 
cated near the Pea River bridge on 
Highway 84. 

"The park located at the old city 
pool has been neglected for too 
long,” said Mayor Moore, “and if 
we receive this grant we hope to be 
able to make improvements that 
will make the park attractive again 
and draw families to the area." 

The city would provide a total of 
$10,000 in in-kind services, mak- 
ing the total of the grant $20,000, 


and Mayor Moore stated that with 
the aid of the local SEABASS Club 
the project could become one that 
will make the park one of the most 
popular parks in the city. 

"Plans are to fill in the old 
pool,” said Moore, "and at the same 
time renovate the bathrooms located 
downstairs to make the facilities ac- 
cessible to the public. The entire 
park area will be landscaped and ad- 
ditional picnic tables will be placed 
in the area.”

According to published reports 
last week, the indictment charged 
that in 1985 the company and the 
men conspired to overstate the cost 
of major components of a weather 
radar system and to understate their 
profit margin, thereby causing the 
Air Force to agree to a falsely and 
fraudulently inflated inflated con- 
tract price of $7 million. 

If convicted of all charges, Enter- 
prise Electronics faces a possible 
fine of $1 million for each of the 
20 false claims, $500,000 for cach 
of the six false statements and 
$500,000 for one count of conspira- 


cy. 


Braswell faces a possible sen- 
tence of five years on cach of the 26 
counts, a possible fine of $1 mil- 
lion on each of the false claims and 
a possible fine of $250,000 for con- 
spiracy and each of the seven false 
statements, 

Trawick faces a possible scn- 
tence of five years on each of 27 
counts, a possible fine of $1 mil- 
lion on each of the false claims and 
a possible fine of $250,000 for con- 
spiracy and each of the seven false 
statements. 

The case was investigated by the 
Office of the Inspector General, De- 
partment of Defense, Defense Crim- 
inal investigative Service and had 
assistance from the Defense Con- 
tract Audit Agency.
